vox), AJ 

(rhythm guitar), Collin (bass), and Guy (lead guitar) decided to 
form a new band without their Crust Punk/Rockstar drummer, 
Jason. Tim moved to the drum seat, and Ryan Donahue 
(Beasts Of America) was recruited on vocals. The name Fierce 
Intentions was settled on, and the band took influence from 
bands like the Trouble, Stars & Stripes, and Slapshot. While 
this may seem like a typical Boston band to an outsider, one 
must understand that 1999 saw an almost total wipe out of Oi 
and Street Punk bands in the area. 


Guy's metal style guitar didn't go with the new sound, and 
Collin showed little interest in the band, so Guy was kicked out, 
and Collin was replaced by a Kurt Cobain look a like named Ian 
(yes...we're a confused band). We played our first show in AJ's 
basement on a cold New England night, consisting of half 
covers of Oi classics (Last Resort, Combat 84, Cock Sparrer, 
the Trouble, 4-Skins) and half originals. 


A demo was recorded, the band 
did a short run with Ian on 
second guitar and a skinhead 
bassist named Frank, and we 
played a second show in Tim's 
basement and a high school 
battle of the bands where our 
sets were well received. At the 
same time tension between Ian 
and other band mates was 
building up. 



After a heated argument 
between Ian and the rest of the 
band over Ian's irresponsibility 
towards band issues he was 
given an ultimatum and quit. 
With time in a studio booked we 
recorded with AJ and Ryan 
switching on bass. With a show 
just around the corner we 
recruited Christine Moore (ex- 
Freeto Lay) and taught her 
enough songs to play a full set 
with a little help from a Punk 
named Andy and Jesse of 45 
after just practicing with her only 
once. 

With road trip planned for the 
summer, and several projects 
including a Pogues tribute, and a 
4 way split 7 " with three other 
Boston area Oi/Street Punk 
bands in the works the fyture of 
the band is looking bright.

1. IRO N CROSS originally formed in the earlji^ 
80’s Please give a brief account of the original 
Band? 

we formed in real early '81 and broke up mid '85. 
we lived in d.c.- and were part of the d.c. hardcore 
thing, we were just young kids playing in a band 
we didnt know anything, we put out a couple of 
eps and were on the Flex Your Head compilation, 
we toured the states a couple of times, drank a lot 
and finally broke up. 

2. I tend to remember IRON CROSS were no 
strangers to controversy, what were your critics 
main ‘bones of contention' back then? 

yeah you aint kidding, the critics "bones" revolved 
around the fact that i was a skinhead, the bands' 
name and some of the lyrical content. They thought 
we were right wing, which was kinda funny 
because we wemt and kinda hurtful too. cause we 
werent. and still arent. 



3. Who were the accusers in chief? 

Actually the only people who ever said anything 
like that were folks who didnt know us. you know 
thinking about it now it was like a precursor of the 
shabby ill-informed "journalism" you get 
nowadays, you live in the u.k. so you know what i 
mean, but there was one case where one of our 
critics proved to be stand up. I used to live in 
Dischord house and the phorte rang one night and i 
answered it. i asked who was calling and he gave 
his name, well this guy had said some really 
hateful things about us so i gave him my two cents 


and then some, we talked for about an hour and a 
half, at the end he said he was sorry and that he'd 
got it wrong and not only printed a retraction but 
gave me an interview and put me on the front 
cover, we became friends even though our views 
were different, his name was Tim Yohannon, the 
mag was Maximum RocknRoll and he was stand 
up. he died a couple of years back, he was stand 
up. 

4, JVere these accusations based on fact, fiction, 
rumours or lies? 

well it certainly wasnt 
based on the truth! we 
were never right wing, 
we didnt like the right 
or any of that crap, our 
problem is we wemt 
left wing either, and 
the skinhead thing 
didnt help but to hell 
with them. We were 
into booze and girls, but try explaining that to any 
one. we were also very naive and didnt know that 
people could have their own agendas and wouldnt 
listen to you because they had already made up 
their minds. About you! this happened one night to 
dante the drummer at one gig. h came off stage and 
some guy said that i.c. were nazis. "No we're not," 
he said, "yes you are." no, we're not." yes you are, i 
heard." like some 

retarded abbot and costello skit, i mean how do you 
deal with morons like that? hell we didnt know 
there were morons like that! 

5. How much of a part in IRON CROSS’ early 
demise did these whingers play? 

absolutely none! we called it a day for a lot of 
reasons but they wemt one of them, 
by '85 things had changed, there was a nasty bully 
boy element at shows on the one hand and punks 
were becoming hippies which i hated, it just 
seemed time to bag it. it was real amicable and we 
just went our separate ways. 










6. During the time IRON CROSS were split did 
any of you play with or form any other similar 
Bands? 

i never stopped playing music, i started playing 
rockabilly and country which were my two loves 
outside of punk rock, i moved to london for 11 
years 

and got married and now i have the three best kids 
in the world, i play in a rockabilly/country band 
called Sab Grey and the Articulate Rednecks, and I 
play solo acoustic also, just signed a record deal for 
my solo acoustic thing! 

7. You kept an eye on the oi! And Street Punk 
‘scene’ during this period of inactivity tho 
didn’t you? 

no to be honest i really didnt. i kinda put i.c. 
behind me. and living in london i really had no 
idea that anyone was really interested in that old 
stuff, i would sometimes go and see old friends 
when they played but that was about it. 

8. The Times now ripe for a reformation and 
you’ve been enjoying the Gigs you’ve been 
playing? 

well it sure seems like it. We're having a blast! it's

Concert in Czech Republic on 17.02.2001 

On the day before the concert, the three of us went to East 
Germany. We finally arrived after about a six-hour trip. When 
we got there, we met a few Comrades and spent the evening in 
a nice little pub. After a few beers, we went to bed early, 
because we had a big day ahead of us. At about twelve o'clock 
the next day, we went to the Czech Republic. At the border, we 
went through the customs as usual. Luckily we did not 
experience any problems either on the German side or the 
Czech side. The meeting point was at an old train station, just 
as the directions had stated. When we arrived, the local police 
were already waiting there. Someone told me that a police 
station was supposed to be sitting right across from the train 
station. If this really would have been the case, I would have 
had serious thoughts about the sanity of the person who 
organized this whole thing. Finally we were in the hall, and 
then the sad reality hit me. 



The place where the concert was going to be held was 
dilapidated. We were asked to pay 400 Kronen at the door, and 
then we could go in the hall. It filled up rather quickly. I would 
say that there were between 500 and 600 comrades there. Right 
before the first band came on the stage, I decided to quickly 
use the restroom. What I saw in there put me at a loss for 
words. I can only say this: when it came to the hygiene of the 
restroom, the Russian Gulags made it just about as clean as a 
pigsty. When the first band (called S A D.) came on stage, I 
was happy the concert finally got started. 1 quickly changed my 
mind, though. The band must have messed up the first song 
four times. I don't know if this happened because the band was 
incompetent or if the person in charge of the sound was just not 
having a good day. The band desperately tried to play two 
other songs, but they did not work out either. So, they decided 
to take a little break. After about twenty minutes, they tried to 


play again. This time everything went well. Their music 
sounded good, and they did not make any mistakes. But 
there was still a small problem, their music was trash. I 
would describe the music as Punk with SKA influences. 
Because most of the songs were in Czech, we could not 
understand them, of course. I know, I know, everyone 
knows music is just a matter of taste, but in my opinion 1 did 
not think much of it-^actually I did not think anything of it. 
A Czech once described them as a "Hooligan-Band;" well, 
you pretty much had to suffer through it rather than enjoy it. 

After 40 minutes, the 
torture was over 
SKULLHEAD was the 
second band of the 
evening to make its 
appearance. This 

concert should have 
been their last concert 
on their European .ir. 

I must say, it was 
definitely worth it. The 
sound was super and 
their front man had 
everyone right under his 
fingertips. Even though 
he had not performed publicly for a few years, he still made 
a good impression. They played old songs as well as songs 
from their new CD. Unfortunately their appearance was over 
after forty-five minutes. It was a truly impressive 
appearance. 

Then BEOWOLF made its entrance. I must say, I thought 
the first two songs were entertaining, but 1 changed my mind 
rather quickly. I really do not know the right way to put it: 
The way the band played was not too bad, but the music was 
just not my thing. Many people liked it, but I did not think 
much of it For that reason I will not waste *ry mon* woHs 
about the band; instead, I would rather talk about the next 
band, because this band was the reason why I came to the 
concert. 

Finally, RAZORS EDGE came on the stage, and they really 
got going right from the start. More or less everything was 
played that could be heard in a decent RAZORS EDGE 
compilation, including most of the songs from their new 
album, of course. The audience was really into the music, 
and the people sung the old, well-known songs along with 
the band with loud, strong voices. After 60 minutes the 
performance was over; it was really excellent! Before the 
rumor spread around, 1 had the feeling that ARCHIVUM 
would not get to play, and it turns out I was right. Outside, 
during the concert, quite a few of the "guardians of the law" 
had gathered together, and they yelled that if ARCHIVUM 
were to play, they would storm the hail. For this reason, 
ARCHIVUM decided not to play. When the hall began to 
empty little by little, we also decided to make our way 
home. It was just in the nick of time, too. because I heard 
that the bulls were still marching in there, even though the 
concert was over a long time ago. 

All in all it was a good concert, and we would gladly come 
again! On that note, greetings to the people in Annaberg, 
and thanks for the scrambled eggs!

The bands that night were SKULLHEAD, WARHAMMER (UK), S.U.D

Europe met each other and had a few pints of lager at the nearest pub and after 
every hour was passing more boys in blue were coming. Congratulations to the 
organizers of the concert for arranging buses for those who were without their 
cars It took us about 20 min to go to the venue. All the way through there were 
police cars while we were traveling to the gig. 



The concert started at about 8 p m and the first band to take the stage were 
JUST1C1A who had really heavy metal sound and head banger guitarists. They 
played their metal set while the stallers were selling their merchandise. The next 
band up were S.U.D., who performed their tight set and also some covers like 
LANDSER's '88 Rock’n'RolT. A good band with Hard Core influences. During 
the German set a bunch of knuckleheads from Poland tried to make an aggro but 
it lasted for a while. D.M.S. played next, they had some catchy songs which were 
more musically 01! style and they did a cover version of 4-SKINS anthem 
A.C.A.B. They had the Slovakian going crazy. The singer had a real passion and 
enjoyed himself while he was performing his anthems. Good lads, good music. 
Next on stage were WARHAMMER, who played some covers like ‘Ziger 
Ziger’, ‘Barbecue in Rostock’, arfd SKREWDRIVER’s classic ‘Free my land’. 

Also they performed some songs from 
their CD but their set was included mainly covers. It was time for the legend Kev 
Turner to take the stage. He used the rhythm guitarist of WARHAMMER for his 
set and SKULLHEAD’s bass player was one of the most lively guitarist I’ve 
ever seen on stage. 


Kev Turner is still looks great heavily 
tattooed with tattooed text ‘Skinhead’ 
on his head and his famous tattoo of Dr. 

Kev 
was in his best and performed all trax 
professionally with a big passion and 
dedication which made the crowd went 
mad. They played classics such as 
‘Victory or Valhalla’, ‘Odin’s Law’, 
Townmoor festival’(dedicated to all 
hooligans), ‘Wish the lads were here’, 
‘I can see the Valkyrie’, The Barking 
of the Dogs’, as well as, two new songs 
from their forthcoming album called 
“The Return of Thunder”. The new 
songs are very catchy in true old 
SKULLHEAD style. The message of 
one of them is against all junkies. He 
performed all songs on the best way 
which they could be performed. He was 
totally dedicated. Between the songs' 
breaks the crowd chanted “Skullhead, 
Skullhead, Skullhead, Skullhead”. 
Nearly all sang along Kev the choruses 
of the songs and there was a really 
unique atmosphere. The audience 
demanded an encore and 
SKULLHEAD performed their anthem 
Victory or Valhalla again Kev's set 
lasted about an hour. One hour of pure 
enjoyment and White Power 
Rock'N’Roll music. There is no doubt 
that Kev is one of the best entertainers 
within the Nationalist scene The last 
band to play were the Hungarian 
A.C.A.B Their set was tight with a 
song dedicated to Ian Stuart There was 
a Hungarian bunch of skinheads who 
were the most excited lads from 
A.C.A.B set.

For me as an occasional Upstarts Tan' it's a 
worthwhile reissue, but for serious collectors maybe 
not.

Just when you thought Punk Rockers couidn't even 
ciiend a Rabbi up pop BARSE77 to plunder greater 
depths than even The MACC LADS feared to dredge. 
Plot on the heels of their brilliant Debut Album comes 
6 more dollops of totally offensive Punk Rock from 
this up'coming Band of Northern Herberts. You just 
know \1RR and the Politically Corrupt brigade are 
gonna hate it, and the more they hate it the more I'm 
gonna love Bands like BARSE. Totally shitty 77 Style 
punk - Lets have more of it. 

CHUNKY' BERBER - demo from the Band. 

6 Song CD-r from this up'coming Yorkshire 4 piece. 
Musically they've got an early to mid 90's Melodic 
HC sound rimilar to, say, GQO ncr:> PATROI. 
WANTON THOUGHT, even WAT TYLER, ail 
slightly heavier than SNUFF or the DESCENDENTS 
vvho're both heavy influences on this Band. For the 
lyrics it's the BUZZCOCKS/SHREDS type unlucky in 
love stories but more Politically incorrect with a 
healthy helping of VICIOUS RUMOURS/ GOOBER 
PATROL style irony. 

It made me laugh, it made me cry' but sadly we've 
heard it all so many times before. Not bad tho. 

DEADLINE - “TV Dreams”EP NEW BLOOD 
RECORDS. 

For the obvious reasons I kinda thought tis lot were 
gonna sound a little like GUNDOG and if you were to 
listen to the strong Street Punk melodies and the proud 
Working Class lyrics you would agree there are 
similarities but what really seperates DEADLINE from 
GUNDOG are the female Vocals. 

As with WARBOOTS, DEADLINE have, in Liz. 
found someone who can mix female vocals with Street 
Punk tunes and make it work well. Keep an eye on 
DEADLINE cos on the strength of this 7" they 're 
gonna be Massive. 


DEMENTED ARE GO - “In sickness & in health”

Digipack reissue of D.A.G.’s ground breaking and 
now legendary' dcuut Album. Now featuring 6 liw 
bonus tracks recorded at the fc Klub Foot' 
Psychobillv's spiritual home of the mid 80's. Includes 
no less than 20 great Rockin' tunes most notably 
“Pervy in the Park’', "(1 was bom ) A busted Hymen ", 
“Frenzied Beat", "Holy hack Jack" and the crazy cover 
versions of “Be Bop a lula" and “Crazy’ Horses".

All the Demo's ever 
recorded by the 
Classic Patriotic Oi! 
Band of the early 
80's. 15 Tracks in all 
none of which have, 
outside of a small 

circle of friends, 

have ever seen the 
light of day. I don't 
know how our man 
in Sofia' managed to get this one together, but this 
collection was a release just screaming to be made. 
Like ANGELA RIPPONS BUM. PETER & THE 

WOLF were a Band which everybody, and 1 mean 
ev erybody had heard of but barring a few all to rare 
live appearances few knew nothing about. Now thanks to 
this CD with such songs as “Glue Sniffer". “3 Minute 
Silence", “Antisocial" (not the SKREW DRIVER 

cover). “Get out!". “Conditional discharge" and 
“Livingstone" you can familiarise yourself with the 
Legend that is/was PETER & THE WOLF. Includes a 
fantastic Cover version of OVALTINEES “Joe 
Public" - Stirring stuff. 

The MACC LADS - “The Beer necessities" HARRY 
MAY RECS 

Nuther worthwhile reissue cos I didn't get to hear this one 
first time round. 

Although by 1993 the lads from Macc had cleaned up their 
sound they certainly had'nt cleaned up their material, but 
after 10 or so years as the kings of smut rock the joke was 
wearing a bit thin, some good songs ie "Germans", "Grease 
stop", “Naughty boy'’, “More tea vicar", etc, but never near 
as funny as what went before.

SAHT are one of Serbia's longest 
surviving and most respected Street Punk Bands, but 
as is mostly the case with East European Bands 
they’ve been criminally neglected by the West. SAHT 
persisted when so many others would have given up. 
and now with the support of Robert at NORDISC 
they've managed to produce one of the best Albums 
you're likely to hear this year - No Bullshit!!!. 
Upstaging RETALIATOR even and you know what 1 
think of them.

At last, the long 
awaited 3 rd full 
length Album 
from Saxby, 
Arfur and they 2 
outta GUNDOG

known). Gone 
are the HM 
guitars of "Noisy 
Bollox”, gone is 
the ‘Oi! By numbers' approach of "The full Monty” 
and gone is the dodgy (over) production of "Bad 
Guys” , so what you get is 100% loud blanng Street 
Punk. 14 of the best WARRIORS tracks your ever 
likely to find in one place. From the ironic "God bless 
Princess Di" thru "Vanessa” to "Bum down the 
Discos" every one is a classic in its own right. Other 
highlights include “Sad Junkie loser". "Children of the 
damned", the poignant (I learnt that word the Week 
following Princess Di's death and have been waiting 
since then to use it) "Stay free", and the excellent 
"Class War". Rounded off' with 10 bonus tracks 
recorded live in Germany last year and features, rather 
inevitably, more than a good handful of LAST 
RESORT faves.

With the potentially 
brilliant "Oi! Battle 
Anthems" and the "Oi! 
Tightens up" travesty 
both failing to leave the 
starting blocks it was up 
to LINK RECORDS to 
celebrate the return to 
form of Street Punk in the 
mid 80's with their 
inaugural release. The 
BUSINESS. SECTION5. " CONDEMNED84. 
VICIOUS RUMOURS, and INTENSIVE CARE 
spearheaded the charge of Patriotic British Oi! Bands 
and all 5 are included on this Album of course!- throw 
in a couple of other names. ie> 4SKINS. MENACE. 
LAST RESORT. (MAJOR) ACCIDENT. The 
STRIKE and a couple of relatively ‘unknowns' and 
what you got is a perfect Street Punk Compilation to 
kickstart and highlight the return to power of good old 
fashioned Street Punk.
